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The business off change

The introduction of new 
boundaries for realigned health 
regions in February, 1994, fore¬ 
shadowed wholesale change in the 
delivery of health services across 
Alberta. 

On February 2, 1994, Provin¬ 
cial Health Minister Shirley 
McClellan said, “Regional boards 
will allow for the continued op¬ 
eration of hospitals by the volun¬ 
tary sector and long term care 
facilities by the voluntary and 
private sectors. However, such 
facilities would operate under 
agreements with, and receive 
their funding from, their regional 
board.” 

The same release advised that 
new boundaries would be deter¬ 
mined by April 15, 1994, calling 
the directive the first phase in a 


“multi-step process”. 

The “multi-step process” as 
spelled out by a temporary pro¬ 
vincial delegation labelled the 
“Health Plan Coordination 
Project Steering Committee”, 
called for extensive restructur¬ 
ing of health care services. 
Albertans learned this would 
mean signifi¬ 
cant cuts to 
health care 
budgets, and 
many 
Albertans 
found them¬ 
selves person¬ 
ally affected by, and apprehen¬ 
sive about, the extent of the pro¬ 
vincial government’s cutback 
plans relating to health care. 

At a meeting called to address 
imminent boundary changes and 


concerns voiced by health care 
professionals in February, 1994, 
MLA Roy Brassard said, “We all 
recognize that changes are going 
to be thrust upon us because of 
the budget and other considera¬ 
tions.” 

Some of the resulting changes 
generated concern by the public.

Patients scheduling less serious 
and/or elective surgery began 
encountering growing waiting 
lists, and hospital closures in vari¬ 
ous locations across the province 
were announced. 


On February 19, 1996 in the 
Didsbury Memorial Complex, 
Premier Ralph Klein said: “We 
were listening when Albertans 
said, ‘Take it easy on health care- 
you’ve gone as far as you can 
possibly go...’ That’s why we’re 
not proceeding with 53 million 
dollars in cuts that were planned 
for next year... The cutting is 
over.” 

In fact, in a televised provin¬ 
cial address that accompanied the 
delivery of the budget on Febru¬ 
ary 22, 1996, the premier prom¬ 
ised 40 million dollars had been 
earmarked for community health 
programs along with an addi¬ 
tional 11.4 million for clearing 
surgical backlogs. 

With the worst apparently over 
regarding provincial health care 
restructuring, local regions now 


face the challenge of maintaining 
delivery of quality health care 
with reduced funding. 

Didsbury District Health Serv¬ 
ices Health Services Director, 
Dennis Stabbler, said implemen¬ 
tation of the new business plan 
recently adopted by Regional 
Health Authority #5 afforded an 
opportunity for introduction of 
new programs locally (asthma, 
cardiac rehab and wellness, dia¬ 
betes education and endoscopic 
and arthroscopic surgeries). Re¬ 
allocation of hospital beds is also 
on the agenda. 

Needs assessment studies, 
based on population projections, 
concluded that the need for alter¬ 
native housing (i.e. ‘nursing 
home’ type) beds would increase 
locally, and plans were made to

County of Mountain View 
comptroller, Harold Johnsrude, 
spent over four hours verbally 
walking county councillors 
through a 37-page budget docu¬ 
ment last Thursday. 

Highlights included a zero in¬ 
crease in municipal and fire mill 
rates in 1996. Tax revenues for 
municipal purposes increased by 
$155,000 due to assessment 
growth, with $50,000 of the 
155,000 relating to the introduc¬ 
tion of taxation of mobile homes. 
There was even a decrease an¬ 
nounced: The seniors lodge mill 
rate will be reduced by two per 
cent. 

However, Johnsrude reported 
that significant increases in edu¬ 
cation taxes, will effectively re¬ 
sult “for all purposes for residen¬ 
tial and farmland properties” in 
an increase in taxes of 8.5 per¬ 


cent, directly attributable to the 
education tax increase. 

Johnsrude’s written summary 
which accompanied the budget 
stated that: “1995 was the first 
year of a three-year transitional 
period with maximum provincial 
tax rate increases of 10 per cent 
in 1995, 15 per cent in 1996 and 
six per cent in 1997... Due to as¬ 
sessment growth in these last 
couple of years, the increase in 
1997 will probably be less than 
six per cent, but we are experi¬ 
encing the maximum 15 per cent 
increase in the provincial mill rate 
in 1996. The 1996 education req¬ 
uisition also reflects the 20 per 
cent decrease in the machinery 
and equipment requisition.” 

A proposal to move the tax 
payment deadline from Novem¬ 
ber 15 to September 15 as out¬

Discussion was surprisingly 
upbeat and reflective at last Mon¬ 
day’s first-ever round table ses¬ 
sion, held in conjunction with the 
regular Chamber of Commerce 
meeting. 

The meeting was called to give 
business owners and other inter¬ 
ested individuals a chance for in¬ 
put on Didsbury’s fiscal direc¬ 
tion. 

Six questions were posed, and 
breaking into several smaller 
groups, participants were given 
10-15 minute intervals to dis¬ 
cuss and record their conclusions. 

The questions ranged from: 
“What are the important issues 
to make Didsbury grow?” to “If 
you had a choice to spend the 
business tax, where would you 
spend it?” 

Time-honored concerns and 
difficulties facing local businesses 
including tax rates, parking prob¬ 
lems, perceived inconsistencies, 
disparities in growth goals and 
business lost to out-of-town en¬ 
terprises came up in ensuing dis¬ 
cussions. The distinction between 
the usual protestations and the 
discussion generated at the round 
table revolved around the search 
for solutions instead of simple 
rehashing of traditional problems. 


Round table coordinator, 
Myrna Grimmon, commended the 
participants for their input. She 
said it was important that the 
drive for answers and solutions 
not stop when the meeting con¬ 
cluded. 

“This evening we’ve dialogued, 
we’ve shared and we’ve many rec¬ 
ommendations,” Grimmon said. 
“But if we leave it here, if it dies 
here, then what we’re doing is 
repeating what has been done in 
the past- a whole lot of talk and no 
action. What we’ve come up with 
tonight are some really good ideas 
for a plan- a plan for Didsbury. 
Perhaps the question to ask at 
this time is: Are you willing to 
commit yourself to the develop¬ 
ment of these ideas? If you ’re not, 
then it’s been a nice evening and 
we’ve done a lot of sharing and it 
can just stay here. But I think a 
lot of you share my vision that we 
should take these wonderful ideas 
to the next step leading toward 
an action.” 

A consensus was reached that 
the ideas recorded and presented 
would be summed up in written 
form and distributed prior to the 
May 22 Chamber meeting at the 
5-0 club which was suggested and 
accepted as the date for a follow¬ 
up meeting.

A salute to volunteers ■ yesterdays - 
todays ■ tomorrows

I was reading the "Sports and Entertainment" page of last 
week's Review and there, reporting on minor hockey and the 
character building achievement of our future citizens was my 
story. 

When Muriel and I arrived in Didsbury in the early 50's there 
was in place, a natural ice arena built by community volunteers 
named "The Memorial Arena", dedicated to those men and 
women who had volunteered to serve our country in the two 
world wars. 

This facility served well until Didsbury began competing 
with larger centres who had artificial ice advantages. Hence, the 
decision was made to install an artificial ice plant. You know, 
volunteers are somewhat like bumble bees - bumble bees have 
too large a body and too small a wing to be able to fly but the 
bumble bee does not know this fact of aerodynamics so it 
proceeds to fly. Volunteers, like bumble bees, do not stop to 
reason why a project cannot be done; they just go ahead and get 
on with it. 

Local farmers and truck operators hauled the gravel donated 
by local owners: Jack Shannon gave us the site levels. Lawrence 
Dickau supplied the electrical know how, while others mixed 
cement, pushed wheel barrows and troweled the surface with 
hand trowels the old fashioned way. 

When the first wheel barrow of cement was dumped in the 
one corner it looked so small everyone just stood silent for a few 
moments and I am certain each person there had the same 
thought and question: "Have we lost our minds to undertake 
this task?" 

The task was completed by the toil and sweat of volunteers. 
The plant was put into operation and there being no money or 
thought of a paid operator, George Wilkins applied his 
maintainence know-how and kept the unit running for several 
years until fire destroyed the skating arena building. 

The new, now standing, Memorial Complex was born out of 
this tragedy and therein lies a whole new chapter in the story of 
our community volunteers. 

Now back to last weeks "Sports and Entertainment" page for 
the moral of my story, but first I have to say, the people I have 
named were only a few of the volunteers who made this under¬ 
taking a success story - my apologies to those who go unnamed 

- to do so would take up the entire space alloted (Elaine said 100- 
150 words). The moral of my story is that each time I enter the 
present Memorial Complex or as today read of activities being 
promoted, in particular for our young people, my thoughts go 
back to the mid-forties when this community of volunteers saw 
fit to build the first "Memorial Arena". 

What a solid foundation for the future generation of volun¬ 
teers to build on. Those who were responsible are entitled to 
their pride of their accomplishments, especially when they see 
the human value being derived by todays youth. 

This is just one chapter. There are so many others: The 
aquatic centre, the curling rink, the hospital volunteers, the 
bowling greens, the Boy Scout and Girl Guide organizations, the 
service clubs, the minor hockey association, the 5-0 Club and the 
list goes on and on. 

I know circumstance does not permit everyone to be a 
volunteer but to those who can and do, the rewards are far 
beyond expectation. Volunteers accept your well-deserved rec¬ 
ognition during "Volunteer Week" with all our heartfelt thanks

The Public Opinion

For those who don't know me, 
I'll take a second to fill you in. I'm 
a Constable with the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mounted Police currently 
posted at the Didsbury Detach¬ 
ment. 

Some of you may now be think¬ 
ing, "Oh, great, a cop's opinion", 
and may not read any further. 
When I was approached to write 
for the Public Opinion column I 
had to think about it for awhile. 
Then I said to myself "Sure, why 
not; I'm a part of the Didsbury 
Public and I'm full of opinions". 
Just ask my wife. 

Being in the position that I 
am, I am often asked my opinion 
about certain things that are cur¬ 
rent in the news media. Most 
times I will exchange views, but 
there are times I can't. Most re¬ 
cently and most often people ask 
me "What do you think of photo 
radar?" Well, this question can 
keep the conversation going for a 
good hour. Like anything, photo 
radar has its pros and cons. The 
pros and cons depend on the indi¬ 
vidual. For example: some feel 
that photo radar is not very good 
because the officer doesn't get out 
of the vehicle and therefore 
doesn't make any personal con¬ 
tact with the violators. Without 
the personal contact the violator 
doesn't even know he/she has been 


tagged with a photo radar ticket. 
This results in the violator con¬ 
tinuing to proceed at an excessive 
speed. This may have been true, 
in the beginning, when photo ra¬ 
dar was new, but photo radar has 
been around now for a good three 
years. It has been talked about in 
the media and unless you've been 
on another planet for three years, 
you are aware that it is out there. 
With that awareness photo radar 
is successful. 

Just ask yourself this ques¬ 
tion. When I'm driving in Calgary 
(or any city which has photo ra¬ 
dar) and cruising the Deerfoot do 
I watch for a small van parked 
along the road? If you said yes, I 
do that, then you have made an 
effort to watch your speed. When 
you are thinking about any radar 
and watching for it you are ready 
to put your foot to the brake. It is 
a natural instinct to apply your 
brake when you see radar, result¬ 
ing in slower speed. 

Then there is the argument 
that if a police officer had stopped 
the violator and spoke to him/her 
the officer may have found some¬ 
one wanted on warrants or some¬ 
one who has a stolen vehicle. This 
is true and the officers are still 
out there doing this. You have to 
remember that photo radar is to 
slow drivers down not to catch 
criminals. This is then where I 


Common ground 

It's not too tote to get involved 


Within the space of a few 
months, the social landscape of 
Region 5 communities has been 
changing. Similar to what is go¬ 
ing on across the province, new 
groups have been forming on a 
regular basis. Examples of such 
groups are as follows: School 
Councils, Youth Justice Commit¬ 
tees, Health Centre Councils, 
Children's Services Working 
Groups (and Regional Steering 
Committee), Mental Health Com¬ 
munity Advisory Councils (and a 
Regional Advisory Council), Ac¬ 
tion for Health Focus Groups and 
S.P.D. (Supports for Persons with 
Disabilities) District Councils. All 
of this group formation activity 
serves as a sign that we are in the 
midst of a widespread movement 
toward a more community-based 
model of human service delivery. 

Just as is the case for their 
older cousins (ie: church organi¬ 
zations, service clubs, F.C.S.S. 
boards, library boards, recreation 
groups, agricultural societies and 
more), the new groups rely heav¬ 
ily on volunteer membership. Al¬ 
though the increased demand for 
new members has placed strain 


on the volunteer sector, Region 5 
residents have been rising to the 
occasion. That's certainly been 
our experience as far as the Office 
of the Commissioner of Services 
for Children and Families is con¬ 
cerned. It seems to be equally 
true for almost any undertaking 
that creates an opening for com¬ 
munity involvement/input. 

As far as the Commissioner's 
work is concerned, there have 
been 17 local Working Groups, a 
Regional Steering Committee, 
and Early Intervention Program 
Review Panel formed in Region 5 
within the past year. Approxi¬ 
mately 300 volunteers are now 
actively involved with redesign¬ 
ing services for children and fami¬ 
lies. 

These people bring a variety of 
perspectives to the process. For 
example, there is a good mix be¬ 
tween those who have a history of 
community activity and those who 
are relative newcomers. There is 
a balance between professional/ 
service providers, client/con¬ 
sumer, and concerned citizen in¬ 
put. There is representation from 
the Aboriginal community. In 


hear: "photo radar is just a cash 
cow". Well, yes it is, and so what? 
It generates revenue for the city. 
If you're not speeding it will not 
effect you. 

Then there is that problem of 
the registered owner being 
charged and not necessarily the 
driver. I don’t know what per¬ 
centage, in fact are registered 
owners who are in fact the driv¬ 
ers. But again this doesn't mat¬ 
ter. Unless the vehicle has been 
stolen, the owner knows or can 
find out who was driving the ve¬ 
hicle on the day in question. The 
owner can go to that person and 
get the money required to pay the 
fine. If there is a problem collect¬ 
ing the money then you may have 
to pay the fine from your own 
pocket. But remember, you don't 
receive or loose any points against 
your drivers licence. You still have 
some controls over your vehicle. 
If photo radar is a problem for 
you and you're not the driver, 
simply don't lend your vehicle out. 

Then there is always that other 
option: Attend court on the date 
indicated and try to get off. 

Most of you are saying, yeah, 
that's just what I would expect a 
cop to say. Cops are people with 
different views and ideas. To me, 
this argument is just common 
sense, and is just this persons 
opinion.

youth participants, some senior 
participants, and many people 
who fit somewhere in between. 

The majority of redesign vol¬ 
unteers are active at the working 
group level. These people attend 
regular meetings. All the while 
keeping child and family issues 
front and centre, they are kept 
busy with tasks such as visioning, 
goal setting, learning about their 
community and linking up with 
others. Over time, each working 
group will develop an activity 
plan, something that will be 
shared with the regional steering 
committee. A key task of the Steer¬ 
ing Committee is to consensus 
build, to integrate local plans into 
a Region-wide service plan. 

Why do people take on such 
time-consuming and challenging 
roles? Although each person has 
unique reasons, some common 
threads have shown up. Not sur¬ 
prisingly, our volunteers are peo¬ 
ple wbo care about children. As 
well, they are people who want to 
make a difference. If you are some¬ 
one who shares these ideals/in-

Gopher grievance 

Dear Editor: 

Recent news reports have 
quoted Olds-Didsbury MLA Roy 
Brassard, as calling for the eradi¬ 
cation of "gophers" from the Al¬ 
berta countryside, because of the 
problems they cause for farmers. 
While it may be true that "go¬ 
phers" (Richardson's Ground 
Squirrels) do cause some prob¬ 
lems for farmers, the harm to the 
environment resulting from wip¬ 
ing them out would be far greater. 

The Canadian Wildlife Service 
calls Richardson's Ground Squir¬ 
rels "an important member of the 
vanishing prairie ecosystem." 
These rodents, which reside in 
pastures, roadsides and the mar¬ 
gins of grain fields, are a prime 
food source for many species of 
wildlife. The Ferruginous Hawk 
in particular relies on 
Richardson's Ground Squirrels 
for 90 per cent of their diet. One 
pair of Ferruginous Hawks can 
consume 480 ground squirrels in 
the one summer it takes to raise 
their young. Obviously, this bird 


of prey (a threatened species in 
Alberta) can provide some effec¬ 
tive rodent control. All the farmer 
has to do is maintain some habi¬ 
tat for the Ferruginous Hawk 
(preferably open, uncultivated 
grassland). 

Richardson's Ground Squirrels 
also provide food for badger, long 
and short-tailed weasel. Red 
Tailed and Swainson's Hawk, 
prairie falcon, golden eagle, 
coyote, fox, rattlesnake, bullsnake 
and Burrowing Owl (an endan¬ 
gered species). Domestic dogs and 
cats also prey upon ground squir¬ 
rels. Using strychnine to poison 
"gophers" also means poisoning 
many other kinds of animals, 
which may eat the poisoned ro¬ 
dents, including domestic pets. 
This is absolutely unacceptable. 
Here at the Medicine River Wild¬ 
life Rehabilitation Centre, we 
have too often seen the effects of 
agricultural pesticides and herbi¬ 
cides on wildlife. We are sure you 
do not want to see family pets fall 
victim to unintentional poison- 


We can accept, however, the 
trapping or shooting of 
Richardson's Ground Squirrels. 
This method does not put tox¬ 
ins into the food chain and can 
even be useful. The Medicine 
River Wildlife Rehabilitation 
Centre accepts dead ground 
squirrels to feed the many birds 
of prey and other carnivores in 
our care. 

It may also be of interest to 
some farmers that Richardson's 
Ground Squirrels eat dandelions 
and some thistle, as well as grass¬ 
hoppers. It is also believed that 
the underground network of tun¬ 
nels, galleries and chambers cre¬ 
ated by ground squirrels trap rain 
water and help irrigate the land. 

In summary, removing 
Richardson's Ground Squirrels 
from the prairie ecosystem means 
removing an important link in 
the food chain. This could spell 
disaster for many other species of 
wildlife and would most certainly 
degrade the environment — this, 


at a time when the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is making a healthy en¬ 
vironment a key component of 
the Alberta Advantage. 

We hope you will reconsider 
your remarks and help the farm¬ 
ers of Alberta build a sustainable 


industry, based on respect for the 
environment.

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Venturers go vertical for vertex view

The first meeting of the Dids- 
bury Venturers took place last 
September, consisting basically 
of a bicycle ride around town with 
Gerry Samoisette and a friend. 

Not long afterward. Venturer 
advisor Jim Skinner agreed to 
lead the group and now the group 
numbers ten; Jonathan and 
Jennifer Rose, Tyler Rowland, 
Bobbi Way, Phillip Portingale, 
Gerry Samoisette, David Ward, 
Ryan Kinzel, Angel Pothier and 
Michelle Barlow. 

Like the rest of the group, 
Samoisette enjoyed the activities 
undertaken by a group like the 
Venturers, but none had any idea 
what a ‘high’ the group would 
offer before they’d even completed 
one full year with the organiza¬ 
tion.

A plaque at the base of the site 
commemorates the involvement 
of community members who 
played a part in making the project 
a reality, proclaiming the facility 
constitutes “one person’s concept, 
developed for the spirit of youth 
to give hope of an upward fu¬ 
ture.” 

That “one person” is moun¬ 


tain climbing enthusiast Brian 
McMullen, who offered to help 
the group identify, purchase and 
install technical components. 

“I climb mountains,” 
McMullen said, “I don’t play 


hockey and I don’t figure skate. 
But now I can be here with my 
wife and my kids and we’ll all be 
doing something we enjoy.”

selection and approval of site lo¬ 
cation and legal and insurance 
requisites. Because the scouting 
movement provides insurance 
covering wail-climbing, current 
usage of the project is confined to 
scouting movement members. 

Skinner said the facility is the 
only one of its kind between Cal¬ 
gary and Red Deer, and antici¬ 
pates troops from neighboring 
areas will likely be very inter¬ 
ested in trying their hand at the 
sport. Currently, no provincial 
regulations are in place regulat¬ 
ing this type of facility, but troop 
members look forward to grow¬ 
ing with the sport in both num¬ 
bers and knowledge so that, even¬ 
tually, they’ll be equipped to in¬ 
struct ‘civilians’ in the intricacies 
of a sport demanding careful 
preparation and concentration. 

“Climbing the wall is the fun 
part,” Skinner explained. “It’s the 
people on the ground who hold 
I the climber’s | life in their hands. ” 

Components for the climbing 
wall were purchased locally where 
feasible, but specialty gear (in¬ 
corporating safety features spe¬ 
cific to the activity) was procured 
from a Calgary sporting outlet. 

Housed in the southwest cor¬ 
ner of the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex arena area, the facility 
currently features three climb¬ 
ing routes extending 25 feet 
straight up a vertical concrete 
wall. Holes have been drilled to 
accommodate course alterations 
when a climb becomes “too easy” 
and future plans call for an exten¬ 


sion along the south wall which 
may be converted to an even 
steeper climbing area by invert¬ 
ing the wall’s climbing surface. 

Safety is the byword, with care¬ 
ful attention paid to checking and 
rechecking gear each time a 
climber begins his or her ascent. 
On the ground, anchor straps con¬ 
nect to an anchor point bolted 
into the concrete floor. The 
climber is also connected to a part¬ 
ner who keeps his eyes glued to 
his harnessed companion; both 
bolstered with rope systems 
outfitted with safety locking de¬ 
vices similar to that of a motor 
vehicle safety belt, automatically 
locking when tugged. 

The group gathered last 
Wednesday night for their first 
official climb up the wall they 
themselves masterminded and 
created, and a spirit of exhilara¬ 
tion prevailed. 

“Our Venturer motto is ‘Chal¬ 
lenge’ and this certainly meets that 
requirement,”Skinnersaid. “I was 
told by your boss that he wanted a 
first hand account by his reporter. 
Ready to give it a try?” 

A similar proposed directed to 
parents of Venturers had Lynn 
Samoisette and your Review re¬ 
porter backing off several feet to 
watch from a safe distance. 

Skinner said groups like the 
Venturers offered activities that 
the members, their parents and 
the community itself profited by, 
concluding, “This is one of the 
best things in the community for 
youths.”

Seeking vandals 
and thieves 


The Didsbury RCMP are investigating the theft of a truck and a case of vandalism to a car. 

Unknown person(s) drove away in a stolen truck which had been left running outside a residence 
north of the hospital at 5:50 a.m., on Saturday, April 13. The 1983 Ford F150 was stolen while vehicle 
was left unattended for a five minute period. The vehicle was recovered in a muddy condition, but 
otherwise intact, approximately one half km west of Didsbury on Highway 582 at 4 p.m. on Sunday, 
April 14. Several items were stolen from the pick-up including a jack, booster cables, a set of wrenches 
in a black case, a set of sockets, a pair of Bushnell binoculars (camouflage painted), a hammer with 
a black handle and a pair of spurs with leather straps. 

While the two crimes have no official link, a report of vandalism to a silver 1990 Mercury Grand 
Marquis was reported the same weekend just a few blocks west of the location of the site from which 
the stolen truck (described above) was taken. The owner of the car awoke on Sunday morning, April 
14, to find that unknown vandals had kicked out the driver’s side fog lamp, smashed the windshield 
on the passenger side with a blunt object, and scratched the driver’s door with a sharp object. 

Anyone with information on these crimes is asked to call CrimeStoppers toll-free at 1-800-661- 
TIPS (8477), or the Didsbury RCMP. Callers may remain anonymous and don’t have to testify in 
court. A cash reward of up to $2,000 is offered for information leading to the arrest of those 
responsible.

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Taming tension headaches

Headaches are one of the most 
common complaints registered 
nurses hear about. While a head¬ 
ache can be a symptom of a physi¬ 
cal disorder, it is most often the 
result of overwork or emotional 
strain. Whatever the cause, head¬ 
aches cost thousands of dollars in 
lost work days and health care 
every year. 

Generally, headaches fall into 
two categories, migraine or ten¬ 
sion headaches. Migraine head¬ 
aches commonly produce a throb¬ 
bing pain that pulsates with each 
heartbeat. Most often they occur 
on one side of the head, and are 
sometimes preceded by an aura 
of flashing lights, numbness or 
tingling in an extremity, mood 
swings or loss of speech. 

People suffering from mi¬ 
graines are often sick to their 
stomach, and sensitive to light or 
sound. Most migraines last one 
or two days. 

A less severe but more com¬ 
mon headache is the tension head¬ 
ache. Surveys show that 90 per 
cent of the population experiences 
tension headaches at one time or 
another. Those afflicted complain 
of a dull, constricting ache in the 


hat band" region that runs into 
the neck and shoulders. On occa¬ 
sion it can occur on just one side, 
like a migraine, but this is not 
common. 

With a tension headache, mus¬ 
cles in the temple, face, jaw, neck 
and shoulders are often sore to 
the touch. The tenderness can 
arise from the muscular strain of 
carrying a toddler, lifting heavy 
objects or simply carrying a heavy 
purse on the shoulder. The weight 
of the head while working at desk 
(all 15 pounds) may also cause 
tension in the neck and shoul¬ 
ders. 

Tenderness may occur after a 
whiplash injury. Tightening up 
with anger or anxiety can pro¬ 
duce a headache. Sometimes a 
viral illness or cough triggers a 
spasm. Grinding the teeth or 
clenching the jaw will irritate the 
muscles of the face and inflame 
the jaw joints and contribute to 
tension headaches. 

This type of headache usually 
lasts from one to twelve hours. If 
corrective measures are taken at 
the first sign of tightness or pain, 
the treatment is usually simple 
and effective: 

• checkyour posture from time 
to time. Reposition yourself if you 


have been in one position for a 
long time. 

• relieve muscle tension by 
massage and take a few 
momemts to stretch. Develop 
a series of stretches, shoulder 
and neck rolls, and exagger¬ 
ated gum chewing to work out 
the jaw. 

• take a break when situa-

March was more lion than 
lamb. Usually the fifth coldest 
month of the year, March was 
cool with an average tempera¬ 
ture 3.3°C below normal and total 
precipitation 86 per cent of nor¬ 
mal. 

"The average monthly tem¬ 
perature for March was -7.5°C, 
compared to the long term aver¬ 
age of -4.2°C," says Peter 
Dzikowski, Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development's 
weather resource specialist. "Most 
Alberta locations reported tem¬ 
peratures two to five degrees be¬ 
low normal." 

High Level reported the great¬ 
est departure from the usual 
monthly temperature at 4.6"C 
cooler than normal. The normal 
temperature for March is-10.5 n C. 

"The month started with cold 
temperatures for the first two 
weeks," adds Dzikowski. "Warm 
Pacific air then returned to tease 


Albertans with spring like condi¬ 
tions, raising expectations of an 
early spring. Temperatures then 
fell to below normal for the rest of 
the month." March ended with 
cold temperatures and blowing 
and drifting snow. 

March is usually the third 
driest month of the year. The 
near normal precipitation rep¬ 
resents only 2.9 mm below the 
1961 to 1990 average of 20.2 
mm. 

The driest regions in Alberta 
were the northeast and north¬ 
west regions with amounts of five 
to 22 mm, or 30 to 90 per cent of 
normal. Most other locations re¬ 
ported near normal precipitation 
totals, although amounts varied 
from five to 45 mm, or 30 to 260 
per cent of normal. 

These averages are based on 
data recorded at 59 Environment 
Canada climate stations across 
Alberta.

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Five rules for a good 
forage stand 


By Dr. Surya JV. Acharya, 
Forage Breeder, Agriculture 
Research Branch 

You can usually get a good 
stand of alfalfa or grass even if 
you can't arrange the weather. At 
the Lethbridge Research Centre, 
we plant hundreds of new lines of 
alfalfa and other forages every 
year. It's vital that we get good 
establishment or we can lose the 
only seed of a potential new vari¬ 
ety. 

Growers often ask why their 
forage establishment is poor. Fol¬ 
lowing a few simple rules can get 
you a good, high-producing for¬ 
age stand, almost every time. 

Here are five rules that can 
work for everyone. (The most fre¬ 
quently neglected steps are listed 
first.) 

Seed early. Early spring is 
the best time to seed. You can be 
lucky with seeding perennial for¬ 
ages at other times but spring 
seeding will give you a good stand 
almost every time. Early seeding 
into a moist seedbed will enhance 
germination and help minimize 
weed competition. 

Seed only for forage. In drier 
regions all nurse crops are highly 
competitive. They grow vigor¬ 
ously and can smother forage 
seedlings. A forage crop seeded 
with an annual companion crop 
almost never attains its full po¬ 
tential. Even a crop like flax, that 
appears pretty uncompetitive, has 
to take up enough moisture and 
nutrients to complete its life cycle 
in about three months. 

Our advice is "Never plant any¬ 
thing with a forage crop." The 
best shelter for forage seedlings 
is the stubble or residue from a 
previous crop. That keeps the 
wind and sun off the seedlings 
and keeps the humidity up a bit 
for them, too. 

Seed shallow. Seeding too 
deep is usually a problem because 
the tiny forage plants fail to come 
through the soil, and those that 
do emerge do not all come out at 
the same time. Plant forage seeds 
into a firm, moist, weed-free seed¬ 
bed no deeper than 12 mm (Vi 
inch). Remember, forage seeds 
have small reserves of nutrients 
and do not compete well during 
the early seedling stage. 

We're able to irrigate our field 
area three to four days before 
seeding. That gives us a firm, 


moist seedbed. On dryland, you 
are advised to direct-seed or 
lightly harrow the field to firm 
the seedbed and prevent mois¬ 
ture loss. Cover and pack the seed 
well, also. 

Choose the right variety 
and species. Choose a species 
and a variety that suits your con¬ 
ditions and your purpose. Don't 
be taken in by slick brochures 
and grand promises. Remember 
forage cultivars can be registered 
for all Canada based on trials in 
just one province. Good perform¬ 
ance in the U.S. or in eastern 
Canada doesn't mean a variety 
will do well in the west. Even 
within a province a variety can 
perform differently in different 
areas. 

Anik alfalfa, for example, is 
the top performer in northern 
Alberta, but at Lethbridge, it 
yields only 10 to 20 per cent of AC 
Blue J. Anik's growth habit here 
is so low and reduced that we use 
it as borders between test plots. 

Check the provincial recom¬ 
mendations for your area. Talk to 
experts or experienced growers 
who can tell you which varieties 
thrive under your conditions. 

Plants need cold tolerance and 
resistance to disease - mainly bac¬ 
terial wilt and, in more and more 
areas, verticillium wilt. Disease 
resistance and adaptation to your 
climate give a longer stand life. 
Disease-weakened plants often 
winterkill. 

Prepare the seed. If you're 
seeding alfalfa or cicer milkvetch 
which have hard seeds that can 
take up to two years to germi¬ 
nate, have the seed scarified. Don't 
store scarified seed for more than 
a few months. Inoculate legumes 
with the right inoculant for the 
crop. The inoculant for peas is 
not the same as the one for al¬ 
falfa. Cicer milkvetch needs yet 
another. Protect your inoculant 
from heat and apply it no more 
than a day or two before seeding. 
Seed coatings may help in some 
cases. We've seen better seedling 
vigour, perhaps because of the 
fertilizer in the coatings. Coated 
seed is larger than natural seed, 
so plant spacing tends to be more 
uniform. 

The reward of a good, high- 
producing stand will be well worth 
the extra care you take when seed¬ 
ing your forage crop.

Make sure that any verbal claims are added to the 
contract. 

3. Deposit wisely. Any Alberta contractor who accepts deposits 
must be licensed and bonded. (Note: This only assures return of the 
deposit if work is not started). Never deposit more than 10 to 20 per 
cent, and if it's cash, make sure you get a receipt.

Canine heartworm disease, a 
serious threat to dogs, has be¬ 
come entrenched in central 
Canada and continues to spread 
west unrelentingly, according to 
20 years of scientific surveys. 

When Dr. Owen Slocombe, a 
parasitologist at the Ontario Vet¬ 
erinary College, University of 
Guelph, began a country-wide 
survey in 1976, the disease was 
mainly rooted in southern On¬ 
tario. Aside from some dogs in 
Winnipeg, all cases in other prov¬ 
inces involved dogs that had trav¬ 
elled to areas of known incidence, 
so it was not evident heartworm 
had entered the communities 
where they lived. 

Today, heartworm is firmly 
established in Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and the Okanagan re¬ 
gion of British Columbia - and 
has been reported in all provinces 
except P.E.I. And once it appears 
in a region, it doesn't go away. 

The disease is spready by mos¬ 
quitoes. Hardy varieties fairly 
new to North America - like the 
Tiger mosquito - helped bring 
heartworm up from the southern 
United States. Surveys in Canada 
and the U.S. show heartworm 
spreading north and west in both 
countries. 

The 1995 survey of 
veterinarians revealed 487 re¬ 
ported cases of heartworm in dogs 
in Canada. 

While the number of 
heartworm cases in Alberta has 
remained steady at five or fewer, 
the Alberta Veterinary Medical 
Association diligently keeps track 
in hopes of curbing a problem 
before it blossoms. Dr. Brent 
Jackson, President of the asso¬ 
ciation, is aware that unseason¬ 
ably warm temperatures or 
changes to the mosquito popula¬ 
tion can cause the disease to 
spread. 

All dogs from Alberta diag¬ 
nosed as having the disease in 
1994 and 1995 had travelled and 
may hove been infected while 
outside the province. However, 
dogs who travel to known areas of 
heartworm and return home with 
the disease may become the source 
of local infections. 

Heartworm can spread rapidly 
from just a few cases. Quebec re¬ 
ported four in 1982 but, two years

later, the number ballooned to 
126 reported cases. Vigilance, said 
Dr. Slocombe, is key. "You can't 
ever relax on this thing," he said, 
"because it doesn't ever go away." 

Every year. Dr. Slocombe re¬ 
states in his report that dog own¬ 
ers can easily prevent heartworm 
disease by taking the dog to a 
veterinarian for annual check-ups 
and giving it preventive medica¬ 
tion during mosquito season. 

Heartworm is dubbed "the Si¬ 
lent Killer" because visible symp¬ 
toms don't usually appear until 


the parasites have damaged the 
heart, lungs and liver. The heart 
can fill with worms, which cre¬ 
ates a lot of stress on the organ. 
Untreated, the dog may die from 
heart failure. 

The treatment for 
heartworm disease is a com¬ 
plicated, costly process con¬ 
sisting of a series of injections 
that kill the worms. Dog own¬ 
ers are urged to consult their 
veterinarian to learn more 
about the disease and the im¬ 
portance of prevention.

Rooted in the country but reaching for the stars 

Susan Graham Goes her home town prone

In a small town it’s tough to 
keep a secret, and while Susan 
Lufl was known by many simply 
as “my hairdresser” it was com¬ 
mon knowledge that this 
“friendly” and “fun-to-be- 
around” hair stylist also had a 
killer set of pipes.
